It represents the most precious. peerless achievement 
that our party has been strengthened and developed into 
a revolutionary party with an invincible might, that the 
party and the masses of people have been made a 
brilhant, complete whole. and that as a result. the 
mightiest chuche of the revolution has been firmly 
established 


The realization of the invincible unity and solidarity of 
the party and the masses of people in our country and the 
complete whole they make up is the fruition of the 
sagacious leadership of our great leader and party 


Early on, the great leader Comrade Kim Ii-song set 1 
forth as the basic principle of the party buildup. and as 
one of the fundamental tasks affecting the destiny of the 
revolution and construction, to form a complete unity

To realize a complete unity of the party and the masses 
of people is one of the basic principles of the buildup of 
a revolutionary working-class party and a decisive guar- 
antee for the strengthening of the chuche of the revolu- 
tion 


To realize a complete unity between the party and the 
masses of people means that the party rallies the masses 
around it firmly. that it and the masses of people are 
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firmly united in one socio-political living entity 
breathing and moving as one and sharing the same 
destiny 


That the party forms a complete unity with the masses of 
people constitutes an important requirement in building 
up the party as a revolutionary party with an invincible 
might 


The working-class party is a political organization com- 
prising working- class members and advanced clements 
of the working masses, while the masses of people form 
the party's class and social base. If the party is to be 
strengthened and developed into a revolutionary one 
with an invincible, ever-victorious might, it has to mold 
a complete unity with the masses of people. A party that 
fails to take root among the masses of people and win 
their support is like a castle im the air. Such a party 
cannot survive. Only a party that takes deep root among 
the masses of people and forms a complete unity with 
them can have an invincible might and can strengthen 
and develop ceaselessly 


The might of a party is defined and regulated by its 
solidity. That a party forms a complete unity with the 
masses of people means that i can consolidate and 
develop ceaselessly on the firm base of the masses. When 
forming a complete unity with the masses of peopic, a 
party can systematically foster—from among the 
working masses—core clements infinitely faithful to the 
party and the leader and firm with the revolutionary 
world view, thereby successfully pushing forward the 
work of expanding the party ranks quantitatively and 
consolidating them qualitatively 


The might of a party 1s also indicated by how vigorously 
it works in the interests of the masses of people. If it 1s to 
wage struggles in the interests of the masses and work 
satisfactorily by ielying on them, it has to build a 
complete unity with them. Only the party that forms a 
complete unity with the masses can strengthen and 
develop into a mighty party that knows how to formulate 
correct lines and policies on behalf of the masses’ aspi- 
rations and demands and to set the masses into action to 
successfully wage all the activities required for their 
implementation.

Immediately following liberation, there were not many 
communists in our country who had been prepared, the 
working class was still a fledgling and the people did not 
correctly understand communism. Under the circum- 
stances, without developing the communist party into a 
masses party it was impossible to rapidly expand and 
strengthen the party forces or to rally the broad masses 
around the party. Especially, at the time there were those 
other parties operating separately from the communist 
party, the party of the working people, posing a growing 
threat to divide the working masses. Under these circum. 
stances, in order to head off a split of the revolutionary 
forces, unite the working masses into a solid political 
force and thus to forcefully push forward the building of 
a new fatherland, it was necessary to organize a masses 
party representing the working masses interests in a 
unified fashion 


The great leader Comrade Kim Il-song. carefully

In the implementation of the revolutionary mass lines,

If 
the party should infringe on the interests of the masses or 
pursue policies inconsistent with the desire and demands 
of the people, it cannot have the trust of the masses and, 
as a result, cannot form kindred ties with them nor win 
the broad masses over to the side of the revolution.
